Whatever it was, it attracted 
a lot of attention. Persons in

of light blazingacrosstheskyat 
dusk.

One outfit 
came by helicopter from the 
Valley Forge, the other entered 
the fray by road from the near­ 
by big Marine enclaves. 
Marine and Air Force planes 
kept up support of the UJS ^Viet­ 
namese drive, flying 206 sorties 
over the rice paddies since e^r- 
ly Thursday night. They pound­ 
ed 25 buildings, bunkers and 
gun emplacements with rock­ 
ets, bombs and 20mm cannon 
fire, spokesmen reported. 
"We've cut their retreat to the 
hills in the west," said Lt.Col.

From 1959 to through 1964, 
shoplifting increased 93 per cent. It is the 
fastest growing larceny violation. 
Purse snatching increased 82 per cent since 
1959 and pocket picking 28 per cent. 
W hat is the best way to cope with these crim es? 
J. Edgar Hoover, Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation chief, has the answer. It is good security 
and detection m easures, quick arrest and prompt 
and forceful prosecution. 
The public can help by giving encouragement 
to the provision of these measures. 
Quick, certain punishment of the guilty is the 
strongest deterrent to any kind of crime. 
Sneak thieves won’t be tempted to submit to 
the larceny that is in their hearts if they know 
that they will lie caught, quickly convicted and 
face certain punishment.

The one thing that encouraged Secretary of 
Defense Rol>ert S. 
McNamara on his most 
recent trip to the battle fronts in Viet Nam 
was the strong impression that the United 
States is “ no longer losing the w ar.’* 
The quotes are McNamara’s, not ours. 
We don’t recall the secretary of defense or 
any responsible official of the federal govern­ 
ment ever having said that this country was 
losing the war. There have been no hints of it 
from any responsible source that we recall. 
This statement by McNamara doesn’t comfort 
us at all. He presumably wished to reassure us. 
If the news from Viet Nam is going to be r e ­ 
ported as in this instance—six months or a 
year or so after the fact, we wonder what kind 
of news we will be reading about the progress 
of the war in six months or a year from now. 
We do not oppose the presence of United 
States troops in Viet Nam but we do think 
that the reporting of this war has been bad and 
continues to be bad. 
The prospects for any victory in the historic 
sense either are remote or completely non­ 
existent. The best result of any negotiations,, 
when and if the Viet Cong will agree to sit 
down and talk, appears to call for a long oc­ 
cupation by United States forces. It is dif­ 
ficult to help people who basically don’t want 
to be helped o r, who at least, are supremely 


indifferent about it. 
And increasingly we are told the road to peace 
will be long and difficult. Our air results have 
been disappointing. 
We realize that the United States is not in Viet 
Nam primarily to help the Vietnamese but to 
defend the best interests of the United States 
itself. 
The nature of the fighting in Viet Nam makes 
it extremely difficult to give the American 
people any kind of accurate picture of what is 
happening over there. 
The problem is compounded by a more rigorous 
censorship and rigid set of rules for covering 
the conflict than prevailed during two world 
wars. 
A s a consequence Americans don’t know much 
about it. 
And McNamara is not helping any with such 
asinine after the fact observations as that the 
United States has “ stopped losing the w ar.” 
We are glad, of course, that this is no longer 
news but regret that he or the President didn’t 
see fit to take us into his confidence when it 
was. 
McNamara has built m istrust about what is 
happening in Viet Nam by failing to tell us what 
has happened there in the past.

“ Let us raise a standard to 


which the wise and honest can 
repair,” said George Washing­ 
ton in his plea to the Constitu­ 
tional Convention. 
“ Constructive,” used 
as a 
name for them selves and their 
cause, will greatly aid those 
who today strive for the wise 
and honest in government. In re­ 
cent years they have been sadly 
handicapped and have fared bad­ 
ly under the names by which 
they have been known. 
In the May 14 Gallup Poll, 
23 per cent said they were lib­ 
eral, 17 per cent conservative, 
and 60 per cent failed to make 
a choice between the two des­ 
ignations. 
The conservatives 
trailed the liberals by 15 per­ 
centage points. 
In the month 
earlier Gallup Poll of April

The indefiitigable

Gleason, who shortly will fly 
back to the port of Saigon with 
four ILA “ocean traffic cargo 
specialists,” told this colum­ 
nist that he had just returned 
from long and se cret meetings 
in Mia mi with our mutual friend, 
Senor Correa. T here the 
two 
dockside 
leaders 
developed 
global strategy to tra c e all ships 
which play and ply both sides. 
A network of inform ants will 
be woven across the world to 
locate 
those fre ig h te rs which 
a re serving the Viet Cong and 
then sail into free world ports 
where Gleason and C orrea have 
allie s. There the ships will be 
struck and paralyzed, so they 
can’t return to Com m unist ports 
— or to Castro’s Cuba either. 
This will be done regardless 
of the expected bellowing com­ 
plaints from such nations 
as 
Canada, Norway, B ritain and 
Sweden. 
But this is just the beginning 
of 
the 
counter offensive by 
labor’s angry men. Gleason is 
flying back to Saigon to unfreeze 
the port. His plans a re tech­ 
nical.

Only 80 m iles of the 875

At Eighty-Three

AP—Branch 
Rickey, the front-office genius 
who 
remade 
baseball over a 
span of 50 years, died Thurs­ 
day night after lingering 
26 
days in a coma which overtook 
him while he was talking about 
courage. 
Rickey had told a story of 
physical courage as he acknowl­ 
edged his induction into the Mis­ 
souri Sports Hall of Fame on 
Nov. 13. 
"Now I'm going to tell you a 
story from the Bible about spir­ 
itual courage," he said. 
But he faltered, fell back into 
his seat and slipped to the floor. 
He never regained conscious­ 
ness. His brain was damaged 
when his breathing stopped mo­ 
m entarily, but his heart picked 
up its rhythm again. 
Through 26 days there 
was 
little change. Thursday seemed 
no different, but at IO p.m. he 
died. He would have been 84 on 
Dec. 20. 


* M rs. Rickey, who had been his 
gram m ar school sweetheart in 
Ohio, and M rs. Stephen Adams, 
one of their five daughters, had 
just left the hospital after one 
of their day-long vigils. M rs. 
Rickey had 
been there every 
day and the daughters had been 
with her by turns. 
The tody was taken to St. 
Louis, where the Rickeys have 
lived since he rejoined the C ar­ 
dinals 
in 1962 as a consultant. 
Rickey had a heart attack as 
long ago as 1958 an dleftahos- 
pital 
in St. Louis to attend 
the Hall of Fame ceremony in 
Columbia. He had been running 
a tem perature up to 105 and was 
supposed to return to the hospi­ 
tal in St. Louis for further study 
to determ ine the cause. 
He was a m aster of baseball 
—playing strategy, the 
men 
who could make 
it work, the 
trade, promotion, the front-of- 
five maneuver—but two things 
will always stand out: 


He devised the farm system 
and raised the St. Louis C ardi­ 
nals from rags to World Series 
riches. He 
broke 
the m ajor 
leagues’ 
unwritten color bar­ 
rie r by signing Jackie Robin­ 
son into the Brooklyn organiza­ 
tion in 1945 and put him on first 
for the Dodgers in 1947. 
"He was like a piece of mo­ 
bile arm or, and he would throw 
him self and his advice in the 
way of anything likely to hurt 
m e," Robinson said. 
Baseball men called Rickey's 
farm system a chain gang, but 
Rickey contended it saved base­ 
ball. 


The picture of Rickey in his 
prim e is the picture of a big, 
craggy tousled man, chomping

cotton, rice, 
peanuts, and tobacco are grown 
under mandatory controls im­

Wheat and livestoc k feed grains 
-m ajor raw materials for much 
of the nation's food supply-are

under controls de­ 
scribed by the department as 
voluntary. Only those farm ers 
who hold down 
plantings are 
eligible for government price 
supports and 
supplementary 
government payments.

(AP) — Next to walking into a 
Viet Cong ambush, about the 
most unsettling thing an Ameri­ 
can unit can encounter in the 
field these days is a covey of 
congressmen taking a look at 
the war. 
This means a four.day VIP 
tour of major American mili­ 
tary installations, with several 
briefing sessions before a large 
and complicated map marked 
with such mysterious term s as 
"Zone C” and "Zone D." 
With Congress out of session, 
a record number of American 
politicians have been getting 
fitted out for 
fatigues 
and 
climbing aboard helicopters to 
make the combat scene. 
In two months at least 45con-' 
gressmen and ll governors, 
plus assorted mayors, judges, 
commissioners and other pleni­ 
potentiaries 
have 
debarked 
among the screaming jets and 
whirling helicopters at Saigon's 
airport. 
All the politicians, according 
to one top military spokesman, 
are most interested in seeing 
the same thing: constituents.

photographer at hand — with 
Marines up in Da Nang.

MADRID, Spain AP - If you 
feel impelled to argue about 
a bar bill In Spain, you'd better 
called a policeman first. 
The alternative may be the 
threat of up to nine years in 
prison for insulting the Spanish 
chief of state. 
That Is the advice of diplo­ 
mats who over the past few 
years have been called more 
than a dozen times to come to 
the 
aid 
of countrymen who 
argued prices with Spanish bar­ 
tenders — and ended up in Jail. 
Invariably the charge against 
those foreigners — some oi 
whom have spent six months or 
more in Jail awaiting trial — Is 
that they slandered Generalissi­ 
mo Francisco Franco or dishon­ 
ored Spain In the heat of a dis­ 
cussion about the proper bill for 
brandy or champagne. 
Bartenders frequently are the 
complaining witnesses. 
Usually such a witness de­ 
scribes fluently in Spanish the 
words used for such slander, but 
displays little knowledge of the 
English, German, Swedish or 
other foreign tongue used by the 
prisoner. 
"In some cases it appears the 
bartenders simply dreamed up 
the charges in an effort to col­ 
lect a contested — and often 
excessive-charge for a night's 
drinking," said a European dip­ 
lomat. 
Usually tlie public prosecutor 
asks for conviction and nine 
years' imprisonment In insult 
cases. 
The court ordinarily whittles 
this down to from six months to 
a 
year suspended imprison­ 


ment, and frequently the de­ 
fendant is free to walk out and 
catch the first plane home.

From 9:30 a.m. each weekday 
until the last debate ends, some­ 
times past midnight, the three 
take In a ceaseless flow of 
p h o n e calls from capitals 
around the world. By micro­ 
phone they page the delegates 
wanted, In t o n g u e s ranging 
from Spanish to Swahili. 
U.N. 
headquarters 
lacks 
space to provide separate quar­ 
ters for each member. The big 
lounge overlooking New York's 
East River serves as a combin­ 
ation of office and club for the 
delegates while they are In the 
building. 
Russian-born Nina Tessier, 
Marla Glass of Poland and Mo­ 
nique 
Denes, 
a 
native 
of 
France, are listed as delegates* 
aides. Their vague title fits 
their role of answering service, 
social secretary, and 
house 
mother. 


Calls come in at the rate of 
one every seven seconds during 
the 
midday 
peak. 
Relaying 
them is only part of the Job. 
New delegates often ask where 
to find a good restaurant. A dip­ 
lomat who has lost a button usu­ 
ally turns to die aides who keep 
needle and thread handy. 
Recently one veteran envoy 
walked over to Mrs. Tessier 
holding out a swollen finger. 
“ Nina, I have a splinter,** he 
complained. 
“ Then you should go to the 
clinic and have it removed,** 
she replied. 
“No, Nina, I want you to take 
it out.** 
Disinfecting a needle with co­ 
logne, Mrs. Tessier tweaked out 
the splinter, applied a bandage 
and dispatched the ambassador 
with a maternal pat. 
“Sometimes I feel like a 
mother hen with a lot of 
chicks,** she says. 
Mrs. Tessier, a svelte bru­ 
nette who was born a Georgian 
princess and is now a Canadian 
citizen, has served as an aide 
for 17 years. Her daughter, Tha- 
mar, is training officer for U-N- 


girl guides. 
“ Delegates appreciate these 
little favors we do, and they of­ 
ten respond,** she observes.

MATSUSilIRO, 
Japan (AP) 
— There was a sound much like 
an artillery shell exploding in 
the distance, then a Jolt. A loose 
board on a fence spun around on 
a rusty nail and dropped to the 
ground. 
An old peasant couple sat in 
their straw-thatched farm house 
sorting dried persimmons. The 
house creaked but they went on 
sorting. 
“ This one was about 3V2," the 
old farmer said casually. 
A minute later the ground 
shook again, 
“ That one was only about 
two,** the farmer said. 
Everyone in this town of 22,- 
600 people in a fertile valley of 
apple orchards and rice paddies 
has become a fairly accurate 
guesser of 
earthquake 
in­ 
tensities. 
Since Aug. 3, the Matsushiro 
area has been rattled more than 
58,160 times by tremors, 4.247 
of which have been felt by hu­ 
mans. The people rate their in­ 
tensities according to the Japa­ 
nese scale that runs from one to 
seven. There is no 3V2 on the 


scale — a three rating is re­ 
garded as weak, while four is a 
medium quake. 
The epicenter of the quake 
area is an oval seven miles long 
by four miles wide. In the cen­ 
ter is 600-foot Mt. Minakami. 
Dr, Mlneo Takehana, director 
of the local seismological ob­ 
servatory, traced the continued 
rattling to underground volanic 
action. 
He said molten earth had 
found a funnel from the depths 
but struck a hard crust about 
three miles below the surface. 
“ It is like a pot boiling and 
rocking the lid. The bubbles 
may be considered the jolts," he 
said. 
“If the lid —the ground under 
Matsushiro — wins the battle, 
then the energy from below will 
eventually die out." 
Mayor Kanejlro Nakamura, 
72, said damage to buildings 
consists 
mostly of cracked 
walls, tiles falling off roofs, tilt­ 
ing pillars and disjointed sliding 
doors. 
So far no one hasbeen injured 
and no structure has collapsed.

WASHINGTON AP — Federal 
Reserve Board action raising 
interest rates directly concerns 
Missourians because 
it will 
withdraw from their economy 
about $94 million in Missouri 
treasury funds held in 433 Mis­ 
souri banks Sen.

Long, D-Mo., said. 
Because it will mean a loss to

“ Mr. Morris has indicated the 
funds will be invested in federal

He said, he has pointed out to 
Chairman William McChesney

funds.” 


LOxNDON (AP) — President 
Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia re­ 
portedly has renewed his re­ 
quest for British ground troops 
to guard the Kariba Dam but 
has dropped his insistence that 
they capture its power station In 
Rhodesia. 
Political sources said today 
Kaunda indicated that he would 
be satisfied with a British force 
on the Zambian side if Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson assures 
him the troops will move into 
Rhodesia at tile first sign of any 
threat to the dam. 
The dam on the Zambesi Riv­ 
er supplies power to Zambia's 
copper belt. It straddles the bor­ 
der between Zambia and rebel 
Rhodesia and is controlled joint- 
ly by both countries. Its power 
generating station is in Rho­ 
desia. 
Wilson has sent Royal Air 
Force planes and troops to 
Zambia but refused to provide 
ground troops on Kaunda's first 
term s.

additional British military sup­ 
port, pressure from the more 
extreme members of his Cabi­ 
net will force him to accept 
troops from African states in­ 
tent on invading Rhodesia. 
The white minority govern­ 
ment of Rhodesian Prime Min­ 
ister Ian Smith declared its In­ 
dependence from Britain Nov. 
11 after negotiations broke down

MALDEN — Tile Dunklin Coun­ 
ty Health Department will pro­ 
mote a full scale tuberculosis 
testing program in all of the 
schools in the county. The test­ 
ing program is already under­ 
way, it was announced by Troy 
Wilson, adm inistrator of the 
Dunklin County Health Center. 
The Tuberculin Testing Pro­ 
gram is oeing done in co-opera­ 
tion 
with the medical society 
and the tuberculosis society. 
It is being co-ordinated by the 
Missouri 
Division of Health 
through 
the 
Dunklin County. 
Health Center. These tests will 
be given by the nurses from 
the health center. 
The tests are done with 
a 
sterile needle which is 
a 
new, painless 
method. They 
are harmless and cannot cause 
tuberculosis. The arm 
is ex­ 
amined from three to 
seven 
days after the tests are given. 
Tile tests are being given to 
find out how many young peo­ 
ple have been infected by tu­ 
berculosis. This will also give 
the health center a chance to 
see how well tuberculosis 
is 
being controlled in the county. 
It will not be necessary for 
those who lad the test in 1962 
and had positive reactions to 
repeat the test. However, they 
should have a chest x-ray made. 
Those having 
positive reac­ 
tions from this test snould also 
have an x-ray taken. 
Wilson said that a positive 
reaction does not necessarily 


mean that a person has tuber­ 
culosis. 
These tests will be available 
to all the students and all em­ 
ployees of the schools without 
cost to them or their parents.

In the fall of the year of 1955 St. Francis Xavier Catholic 
Church of Sikeston celebrated its Golden Jubilee as a Parish. 
The actual history of the Parish starts a score of years before 
this 1905 date, at which time the first resident pastor was 
appointed and came to live among his people, the Rev. Father 
Conrad Brockmelr. 


In the twenty years preceeding this it was customary for 
priests to come from New Madrid and from Charleston to 
offer Sunday Mass for the growing number of Catholic fam ilies 
assembling in Sikeston. It was the custom to offer Mass in 
the home of a family; the first Mass said in Sikeston was at 
the home of Mr. Frank Heister on Stoddard St. adjacent to 
the site of the present church. The Mass was Father Joseph 
Connolly of New Madrid. This was in the fall of 1885. After 
two years of such arrangement, the parish group started 
the erection of a small building to serve the congregation 
as a chapel. The edifice was just about completed when the 
cyclone of 
1888 leveled it as it did most of the west and 
central part of the city. 


The little congregation ’vent about its work of raising funds 
and soon were able to purchase a church building of the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal congregation at Front and Stoddard St., which 
was moving to a new church building. The purchase price was 
$800.00. In the year of 1892 this building was dedicated and 
blessed by His Grace Archbishop John J. Kaln the Arch­ 
bishop of St. Louis. The congregation was served weekly by 
visiting priests until in the fall of 1905 Father Bockmeler 
was appointed as resident pastor. 


Then began the slow but patient work of molding the group 
into a Family of God. First to provide a residence for the 
priest, a rectory. This was done, repairs and Improvements 
were made on the church building and the property beautified. 
The recors of the church tell the story, each year so much paid 
out; item a new roof on the church $126.82, sidewalks laid, 
$127.18. On the other side of the ledger, a festival held netting

What does learning to speak 
English have to do with learn­ 
ing to walk? 


Puerto Rico-born JuaQiJa Pena, 
Cleveland. Ohio, can tell you 
in 
excellent English— if you can coax 
her to sit still a minute before 
running off to join her playmates 
As she turns to leave, you have to 
look closely to detect her artificial 
legs.

By JA MLB MARLOW 
AP News Analyst 
WASHINGTON (AP) — How 
do chances for peace in Met 
Nam look? No good now. Tile 
peace conditions laid down bv 
the two sides are opposites. So 
any settlement will require one 
side to back down, which means 
defeat. 
The gap between the United 
States and Communist North 
Viet Nam was made clear again 
this week by President Johnson 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Husk. 
There has been speculation 
UJS. forces in South Viet Nam 
would be boosted from 165,700 
to 300,000. Johnson has been 
criticized for the war by some 
groups demanding peace. Did 
the criticism shake him? 
He showed it hadn’t made a 
dent by saying Mondays this 
country will supply whatever 
men are needed “ to help the 
people of South Viet Nam resist 
aggression.” This is what he 
has always said. 
On Tuesday Rusk, in an inter- 
view for educational television 
stations, said this country will 
support South Viet Nam until 
North Viet Nam leaves it alone. 
By itself this statement might 
seem rubbery and vague. Ac- 
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tually it echoed what Johnson 
iiad said many months ago, thus 
showing a policy unchanged and 
unflinching while war increased 
in fury* 
Last April 7 Johnson laid 
down the conditions for a settle- 
ment while saying this country 
was ready at any time for “ un­ 
conditional discussion” about a 
settlement. 
But before Johnson finished 
that talk he had clearly empha­ 
sized the vast difference be­ 
tween putting no conditions on 
discussing peace and putting 
tremendous conditions on any 
settlement the discussions led 
to. 
These were the conditions 
Johnson laid down before there 
could be a settlement, and the 
prom ises he made: 
This country has pledged it­ 
self to help South Viet Nam and 
it will, for “ to dishonor the 
pledge would be an unforgivable 
wrong;” 
The South Vietnamese must 
be left free by the North Viet­ 
namese to run themselves,with 
their own independent govern­ 
ment; 
The United Slates “will not be 
defeated, will not grow tired, 
will not withdraw either openly 
o r under the cloak of a mean­ 
ingless agreement. We must be 
prepared for a long continued 
conflict; 
lf the United States aban­ 
doned South Viet Nam it would 
shake the confidence of other 
nations in this country and in 
the end lead to unrest, instabili­ 
ty and “ even wider war.” 
But the Vietnamese Commu­ 
nists, a few days before Johnson 
made his talk, stated their own 
conditions, 
which 
Johnson 
hasn’t accepted, just as they 
have not accepted his. 
One condition was that, for 
there to be a settlement, the 
United States must withdraw its 
forces from Viet Nam. This was 
a little vague on exactly when 
the withdrawal had to be made. 
But there was nothing vague 
about another eonditon: while 
the South Vietnamese must set­ 
tle their own internal affairs, 
they must do it according to a 
program laid down by the Com­ 
munists. 
For the United States to agree 
to that would be to admit de­ 
feat. For the Communists not to 
insist upon it would be to admit 
defeat.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (A P/—- 
Progress in the understanding 
and treatment of alcoholism — 
considered the fourth major 
health problem in the Unltei 
States — has been largely illu­ 
sionary, leading experts in the 
field agreed Thursday. 
“ The fact is that the recorc 
is not quite as rosy as it ap. 
pears,” said Dr. Joseph Hirsh, 
assistant dean of the Albert 
Einstein Medical College, New 
York City, and former Execu­ 
tive Director of the Research 
Council on Problems of Alcohol. 
“ It offers little reason to re­ 
joice, 
no cause 
for com­ 
placency, no moment 
for 
pause.” 
“ The record of service profes­ 
sions leaves much to be 
de- 
.sired,” he said at a seminar on. 
alcoholism at the Menorah Med­ 
ical Center. “ Their training and 
ideological commitment should 
lead us to expect a fuller meas­ 
ure of compassion and care for 
the depressed, the neglected 
and the sick. 
“ To be sure, today a far great­ 
er number than 25 years ago are 
mouthing the right words, but 
they are either not practicing 
what they preach or they are 
practicing it haltingly, hesita­ 
tingly or ineptly.” 
Dr. Hirsh said that although 
the legal profession has become 
far more sensitive to the prob­ 
lem of alcoholism, “ crime and 
punishment remain the watch­ 
words in handling sick patients" 
There is considerable resist­ 
ance to treatment of the alco­ 
holic patient, said Dr. David J. 
Pittman, professor of sociology 
at Washington University in St. 
Louis and president of the North 
American Association of Alco­ 
holism Program s. 
“ This resistance,” he said, 
“ is found in the slow recogni­ 
tion by professional health and 
social welfare personnel that al­ 
coholism is a disease requiring 
special knowledge and skills. It 
was not until 1956 that the 
American Medical Association 
expressed the opinion that alco­ 
holism should come under the 
scope of medical practice..” 
While great progress has been 
made in the early diagnosis of 
many serious diseases, “ very 
little of this has been done in 
the case of alcoholism,” said 
Dr. Marvin A. Block, assistant 
professor of medicine at the 
Slate University of New York, 
Buffalo, and vice president of 
the National Council on Alcohol­ 
ism . 
“ Our social acceptance of 
drunken behavior has allowed 
many alcoholics to progress in 
their illness because they so 
closely resemble the non-alco­ 
holic who also frequently drinks 
excessively,” he said. 


One great frustration in the 
treatment of the disease, Dr. 
Block said, is that “ every alco­ 
holic does not respond as we 
would like, and unfortunately, 
every alcoholic does not re­ 
cover easily. Relapses in this 
disease are frequent as with 
many other chronic diseases, 
and these relapses are to 
be 
expected.” 
Dr. Hirsh said 39 states have 
instituted alcoholism programs 
over the past 25 years but that 
most are inadequate. Five oth­ 
ers have plans for such pro­ 
gram s and six, including Mis­ 
souri, have yet to take any 
action. 
“ The shortcomings in state 
governmental efforts in alcohol­ 
ism are found in inadequate 
funding, in the poverty and un- 
imaginativeness in their admin­ 
istrative design and develop­ 
ment, in the inadequacy oflead- 
ership, and in the poverty of and 
professionalism of their per­ 
sonnel,” he said. 
Alcoholism is an elusive di­ 
sease to define and a frustrating 
malady to treat, according to 
Dr. Peter Hartocollls, staff psy­ 
chiatrist at the Menninger Me­ 
morial Hospital, Topeka, Kan. 
Psychiatrists have led in pro­ 
moting the idea that alcoholism 
is an illness rather than a sin 
or moral weakness, but “ find 
themselves more and more re­ 
luctant to acknowledge any cur­ 
ative power over the condition,” 
he said.

rural recreation 
centers and water systems, and 
to extend authority to include 
loans for waste disposal sys­ 
tems. The increased authoriza­ 
tion also permits the programs 
for rural community facilities 
development in towns up to 5,500 
population, 
compared to 
the 
previous limit of 2,500. 
During the first three months 
of fiscal 1966 alone (July, Aug., 
Sept.), I arm ers Home approved 
21 applications for loans or loan 
insurance for water systems in 
Missouri communities, second 
in the Nation in number. 
The HOUSING ACT of 1965 
continues or expands existing 
program s of urban planning a s­ 
sistance and renewal, public 
works planning advances, low- 
rent public housing assistance, 
loans for housing designed f r 
the elderly, and other housing 
loan or insurance program s. 
Further, 
it authorizes pro­ 
gram s of matching grant a s ­ 
sistance 
to communities for 
construction of basic water and 
sower facilities, construction of 
essential health, recreation or 
community centers and acquisi­ 
tion of park and playground 
space. 
Under new authority of the 
Act, 
the first rehabilitation 
grant in an urban renewal area 
for homeowners’ repair of their 
own property was made in the 
$550,000 grant for use in the 
West End project in St. Louis. 
The Open-Space Land P ro­ 
gram of 1961 is enlarged by this 
Act to include a program of 
grants for urban beautification 
and improvement and to perm it 
an increased grant level for 
open-space land procurem ent. 
Most controversial portion of 
the omnibus Housing Act was 
the rent supplement provision 
which authorized $30 million 
for rent assistance in fiscal 
1966, increased to $45 million 
in fiscal 1969. Believing this 
program m erited further con­ 
sideration before undertaking it 
on this large scale, I did not 
support this authority but voted 
for a proposed $6 million pro­ 
gram . Congress did not appro­ 
priate rent supplement funds 
for fiscal 1966. 
■ The 89th Congress created the 
DEPARTMENT OF 
HOUSING 
AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT, 
giving recognition to the fact 
that 75 percent of the Nation’s 
population lives in cities. 
The OLDER AMERICANS ACT 
establishes an Administration 
on the Aging to assist in and 
coordinate research and de­ 
velopment of facilities for the 
elderly. For this effort in fis­ 
cal 1966, allocation of $118,- 
000 has been made to M is­ 
souri, it being one of 37 States 
with an 
A dm inistrator 
des­ 
ignated and form ation of plans 
ready to get underway. 
SMALL 
BUSINESS -- The 
STATE TECHNICAL SERVICES 
ACT, called the “ sleeper” of 
the 89th Congress by President 
Johnson, authorizes matching 
grants to States to assist in 
spreading 
the 
findings 
of 
science and technology to sm all 
business. 
Congress also increased the 
revolving fund of the Small 
B usiness Adm inistration. 
FLOOD CONTROL - - In an­ 
other 
area of 
prim ary Im­ 
portance to M issouri, author­ 
ity for Army Engineers’ con­ 
struction of flood control and 
w ater development works in 
North West M issouri is con­ 
tained in the 1965 omnibus au­ 
thorization Act for R ivers, H ar­ 
bors and Flood Control P ro j­ 
ects. The largest total author­ 
ization for river basin works 
in any State in this year’s 
authorization 
Act, the first 
since 
1962, is for the riv er 
basin projects in M issouri as 
follows:

The first land acquisition and 
development 
appropriations 
totaling $4.8 
million for the

RIVERWAYS were voted in this 
session. 
The Eleven Point River, M is­ 
souri portion, was designated 
for inclusion in the WILD RI­ 
VERS B H L, proposed in this 
session and jtill pending liefore 
the Congress. 
An additional $6 million in 
matching federal funds were au­ 
thorized for completion of the 
visitors center of the Jefferson 
National 
Expansion Memorial 
in St. Louis. 
REGIONAL INDUSTRIAL DE­ 
VELOPMENT -- Tile concept 
of regional development was 
put into operation to encourage 
industrial growth in parts of 
the United States with passage 
of the APPALACHIAN ACT and 
the PUBLIC WORKS AND ECO­ 
NOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACT 
o ' IMS. 
The latter Act combines some 
features of the form er A cceler­ 
ated 
Public Works and Area 
Redevelopment 
Program s to 
provide grants and other a s­ 
sistance for development ef­ 
fo rts at the local and county 
level. In M issouri, 41 counties 
have been designated eligible. 
The Act also incorporates pro­ 
visions of a Bill I co-sponsored 
to authorize assistance in the 
establishm ent of a Regional De­ 
velopment Commission made up 
of local and State leaders from 
the Ozarks region to plan ways 
to encourage further industrial 
growth. 


AGRICULTURE — The 1965 
FARM ACT will continue the 
farm commodity program s for 
four years at levels to m ain­ 
tain farm income on price sup­ 
port crops; and the Act places 
further em phasis on price sup­ 
port policies to make our farm 
products more competitive for' 
sales on the world market. 
The Act continues the feed 
grain program with 
minor 
changes and perm its the Sec­ 
reta ry of Agriculture an in­ 
creased flexibility in adm inis­ 
tering the program . It continues 
the wheat certificate program, 
allowing IOO per cent of parlt> 
for dom estic food use wheat. 
On cotton, the one-price sup­ 
port level will be reduced to be­ 
low the world m arket price, 
with the reduction offset by a 
new program of supplementary 
paym ents to growers. 
The Cropland Adjustment P ro­ 
gram is a new provision which 
has the dual purpose of r e ­ 
tiring land from surplus crop 
production and at the same tim e, 
using it for needed new re c ­ 
reation or conservative space. 
It perm its the Secretary of 
A griculture to enter into five- 
to ten-year contracts with own­ 
e rs for suitable non-farm land 
use. 
Other program s adm inistered 
by the Department of Agricul­ 
tu re, im portant to producers 
and consum ers, have been con­ 
tinued 
without reduction 
in 
scope. Among these are the 
School Lunch and Special Milk 
Program s; 
Food Stamp P ro­ 
gram 
with appropriations of 
$100 million, nearly double the 
appropriations for fiscal 1965; 
an i the R esearch and Extension 
Activities of the Department of 
A griculture, with 
appropria­ 
tions of $219,770,500, an in­ 
crease of som e $12 million 
over 1965 appropriations. This 
includes an increase totaling 
$5,8 million for the Extension 
and the Cooperative State Re­ 
search Services. 
A ppropriations of $223,485,- 
000 for the Soil Conservation 
Service program s will continue 
these activities with no reduc­ 
tion from the previous plans. 
This figure, as finally passed 
after the Conference Committee 
rep o rt October 21, Is an in­ 
crease of $9.5 million over the 
1965 appropriations, including 
$4.6 million increase for w ater­ 
shed planning and protection. 
The Agricultural Conservation 
Program appropriations were 
$220 million, the same as In 
1965. 


In another area of interest 
to farmers and 
consumers, 
Congress extended the National 
Commission on Food Market­ 
ing for one year to continue 
lte study of the farm-retail food 
price spread, with a report to 


the Congress due in July, 1966. 
I did not support the final 
version of the SUGAR QUOTAS 
legislation which showed in­ 
fluence by sugar lobbyists. The 
Senate version of the sugar leg­ 
islation which was based on 
objective foreign policy con­ 
siderations and extended the 
quotas two years instead of 
five was virtually abandoned 
in conference. 
During this session of Con­ 
g ress, there has been growing 
support for a policy I have 
urged for years, the use of more 
of our food and fiber in the 
Foreign Aid Program . 
G reater use of our farm abun­ 
dance in program s of foreign 
assistance is becoming more 
urgent because food shortages 
in the underdeveloped countries 
a re steadily growing worse, 
with prediction by the D epart­ 
ment of A griculture that it may 
reach famine proportions by 
the 1970's. 
A recent em phasis was given 
to study being directed toward 
moving m ore of our farm prod­ 
ucts in foreign trade and aid. 
A fter signing the 1965 Farm 
Act, President Johnson estab­ 
lished the National Advisory 
Com m ission on Food and Fiber, 
This Com mission is expected 
to make a com prehensive study 
and appraisal of farm policies 
against the background of the 
increasing world food needs. 
One of those appointed to the 
Com m ission 
was 
Fred 
V. 
.Heinkel, President of the M is­ 
souri Farm ers 
Association, 
who is a nationally recognized 
spokesman on farm matters in 
the Midwest. 
ECONOMIC 
POLICY 
AND 
TAXES 
— The first general 
revision 
of 
EXCISE TAXES 
since many were first levied 
during World War II, was made 
in this session. The cuts began 
on June 22 with repeal of the 
iederal retail and manufactur­ 
er 's 
taxes on item s ranging 
from playing cards to televi­ 
sion sets to furs. Reductions 
will occur on the first of the 
year on telephone service, plus 
the second stage reduction on 
automobiles. 
Further cuts in 
later stages will bring the tax 
cut to a total $4.7 billion by 
1969. 
Because of the increasing in­ 
dustrial demands for silver and 
the need to expand the Nation's 
coin supply, Congress author­ 
ized the minting of new dimes 
and q u arters made of a copper- 
nickil alloy, 
sim ilar to the 
existing nickel and a new half- 
dollar with a 40 percent silver 
content. 
I supported also the GOLD 
COVER ACT elim inating the 
requirem ent that Federal Re­ 
se rv e banks hold gold certifi­ 
cates equivalent to 25 percent 
of their deposit liabilities. This 
repeal provided about $6 billion 
in “ free gold” and placed the 
United States in a position to 
m eet 
international com m it­ 
m ents. 
I have spoken often in this 
session on one of our gravest 
dom estic problem s, the im ­ 
balance 
in 
our international 
payments. 
In this connection, Senator Mc- 
Govern and I introduced a reso - 
ution to investigate the 50per- 
:ent U.S. flag preference r e ­ 
tire m e n t on sales to the Soviet 
)loc countries of our wheat, 
bearings were held in the Sei - 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee which asked the President to 
rem ove this requirem ent. It was 
my belief that this requirem ent 
was 
discrim inatory 
against 
wheat producers and that re ­ 
moval might well add to our 
dollar exports, therefore mak­ 
ing a positive contribution to 
our balance of paym ents prob­ 
lem 
and to our 
agricultural 
economy. 
Because of the balance of pay­ 
ments problem , Congress made 
$100 at retail value the limit 
on the amount of foreign goods 
that 
Am erican tourists can 
bring home duty-free; and ex­ 
tended the INTEREST EQUALI­ 
ZATION TAX, which applies to 
purchase by A m ericans of cer­ 
tain foreign securities. 
NATIONAL DEFENSE — Con­ 
gress showed nearly unanimous 
support in providing additional 
funds for United States military 
efforts in Vietnam, in appropri­ 
ating $700 million in May for 
fiscal 1965, and $1.7 billion in 
September for fiscal 1966. The 
latter was included in the 1966 
Defense Appropriations of $4.7 


billion. 
In the M ilitary Construction 
Act of 1965, authorizing $1.75 
billion for defense establish­ 
m ents, the Congress included 
authority for $16 
million to 
continue 
the construction of 
perm anent facilities at Fort 
Leonard Wood. 
Various 
m easures provided 
additional 
assistance 
to our 
servicem en. Among these were 
basic pay increases, including 
the first pay raise since 1952 
for enlisted men with two or 
le ss years of service. Other 
m easures made group life in­ 
surance of $10,000 available to 
all servicem en, and authority 
was 
given for $5,000 death 
gratuity paym ents to survivors 
of servicem en who died be­ 
tween Jan. I, 1957 and the ef­ 
fective 
date of the 
new in­ 
surance. 
Congress also in­ 
cluded m em bers of the Armed 
F orces in the Cash 
Awards 
Program for tim e- or money- 
saving suggestions. 
The Stockpile Bill, which I 
introduced 
to provide pro­ 
cedures for orderly acquisition 
and disposals from the national 
stockpiles of strategic 
m a­ 
te ria ls, 
passed the 
Senate 
February 9. Hearings were held 
by the House Armed Services 
Com mittee but the Bill was not 
brought up for House action in 
this session. 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMEND­ 
MENT — The Congress sent to 
the States for ratification a 
proposed 
25th amendment to 
the Constitution which concerns 
PRESIDENTIAL 
INABILITY 
AND 
SUCCESSION. 
This 
amendment 
provides proce­ 
dures whereby the Vice P re si­ 
dent would become Acting P re s­ 
ident 
if the 
President were 
unable to perform his duties and 
would allow the President to 
nominate a vice president, sub­ 
ject to confirm ation by the Con­ 
g ress, when there is a vacancy 
in that office. Thus far, ten 
States have ratified the pro­ 
posal. 
Thirty-eight are r e ­ 
quired for ratification. 
Failing to get the required 
2/3 m ajority, the Senate 
r e ­ 
jected the proposed constitu­ 
tional 
amendment to perm it 
States to apportion one legis­ 
lative house on the basis of 
factors other than population. I 
supported this amendment, be­ 
lieving that the people of the 
States should be perm itted, if 
they so choose, to apportion 
th eir 
legislatures in a way 
sim ilar to that of the Federal 
Government. 
FOREIGN 
POLICY — IM­ 
MIGRATION 
LAWS 
were 
changed to give priorities for 
adm ission to the United States 
to close relatives of citizens, 
and to persons with special 
education and skills. The na­ 
tional origins quota system , in 
effect 
since 1925, was elim i­ 
nated. 
Congress approved the U.S.- 
CANADIAN 
AUTO 
AGREE­ 
MENT to remove tariff duties 
on automobiles and new car 
p arts between the United States 
and Canada. 
Prim arily because of our un­ 
favorable balance of payments 
problem , I voted against the 
Foreign AM A ppropriations of 
$3.2 billion. I supported the Sen­ 
ate version of the Foreign Ald 
Authorization Act, which would 
have extended the authority for 
two year’s and ended the F o r­ 
eign Aid Program as currently 
designed in 1967. This would 
have given an opportunity for a 
complete study in order to make 
needed im provem ents. 
I was 
disappointed that this version 
was not held in Conference. 
E arlier In the year I intro­ 
duced a Bill to elim inate for­ 
eign aid 
in countries where 
United States property was de­ 
stroyed by mob action and re a ­ 
sonable protection was not af­ 
forded by the recipient coun­ 
try ’s police o r local suthor- 
ities. The main part of the pro­ 
posal was incorporated in the 
1965 Foreign Aid Authoriza­ 
tion Act. 
Sim ilarly, 
I co-sponsored a 
m easure to amend the Export 
Control Act of 1949 in order to 
protect A m erican businessmen 
from Arab boycott attem pts. 
This m easure was in effect in­ 
corporated in P.L. 89-63 to ex­ 
tend the Export Control Act. 
VOTING RIGHTS — Under the 
VOTING RIGHTS ACT, which 
I co-sponsored, Congress su s­ 
pended the use of literacy tests 
and other voter qualification de­ 
vices in the States and voting 
d istricts where the volume of 
voter registration and activity 
strongly indicates that the tests 
were being used for discrim ina­ 
tory purposes. 
CRIME CONTROL— The Con­ 
g ress authorized funds for a 
com prehensive study of causes 
and recom m endations for r e ­ 
ducing crim e to be made by 
the President’s Commission on 
Law Enforcem ent, established 
this past July. 


In the LAW ENFORCEMENT 
ASSISTANCE 
ACT 
of 
1965, 
grants are authorized to aid 
States and local agencies in 
training 
personnel in crim e 
prevention activities. 
Several 
measures which I 
sponsored 
or 
co-sponsored 
were passed by the Senate and 
await action in the House. In­ 
cluded are an amendment to 
the Legislative Reorganization 
Act to provide better means of 
evaluating the budget require­ 
ments of executive agencies; a 
Bill to help provide an ade­ 
quate railroad freight car sup­ 
ply; the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Bill Introduce* by Sena-

President Johnson 
Can Be Tough

WASHINGTON (AP) — Prest, 
dent Johnson does not usually 
seem to be tagged with the word 
“ tough** but he should be be- 
cause ne can be very tough,and 
has been. 
If this isn't the picture of hi rn 
In the public mind. it may tie 
because lie doesn't growl in 
public and, if it suits his pur. 
pose, is willing to look almost 
like a bystander. 
It's something to remember 
as his' presidency continues and 
crises accumulate, as they are 
bound to. 
Five examples stand out: 
His dealmgs with the aluml- 
num and copper industry; with 
Fidel Castro; with the Domin­ 
ican Republic revolt; and the 
intensification of the war in Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson was in office only a 
few months when Castro shut 
off the water piped into the U.S. 
naval base at Guantanamo from 
Cuba. 
Tile 
President didn't 
negotiate. He Just rubbed out 


any dependence on Castro for 
water. 
First he sent ships in with 
water supplies and then had a 
salt-water refining plant built at 
Guantanamo to fill the naval 
base's needs. In addition the 
Cubans working at the base 
were 
reduced 
from 
many 
hundreds to a few. 
The American dollars they 
earned at the base had been 
useful to Castro. 
Johnson promptly ordered Hie 
bombing of North Viet Nam tar- 
gets last spring when Commu­ 
nist 
guerrillas 
attacked an 
American air hose in South Viet 
Nam, 
killing 
and 
wounding 
Americans and destroying and 
damaging planes and helicop­ 
ters. 
With just one brief pause, tile 
bombing has continued since, 
although there are other rea­ 
sons for this besides the attack 
on the air base. 
He indicated Thursday there 
will be no end to the war soon, 
unless the Communists seek 
peace. Through it all his main 


theme 
has 
been: "We love 
peace. We shall do all we can to 
preserve it — f o r ourselves and 
all mankind.'* 
When the Dominican revolt 
burst last April, Johnson react­ 
ed a bit at a time, getting tough­ 
er as he went. He sent in troops, 
saying at first it was to save 
American lives, then saying it 
was to stop a Communist take­ 
over. 
He has l>een criticized at 
home and abroad. But he has 
given absolutely no indication 
he won't do the sam e som e­ 
where else if he thinks it neces­ 
sary . 
Johnson, a shrewd politician, 
apparently 
learned a lesson 
from what happened when P res­ 
ident John I’. Kennedy publicly 
got angry at the steel industry 
for 
raising prices when he 
thought there was an under­ 
standing it wouldn't. 
Kennedy publicly denounced 
the industry, which then lacked 
down, but for a long time after­ 
ward business took a dim view 
of Kennedy. 
This fall the aluminum and 
copper 
industries 
boosted 
prices 
against 
Johnson's 
wishes. He was even tougher 
than Kennedy, without the public 
show of anger. 
His administration threatened 
to 
dump 
on 
tile 
market 
hundreds of thousands of tons of 
aluminum and copper which it 
had in stockpiles. The purpose 
was clear enough: 
To force the industries, fiiced 
with this competition, to drop its 
price increase. But the adminis­ 
tration was saying there was no 
connection between the dump­ 
ing and the higher prices. 
The industries backed down. 
Through it all Johnson stayed 
on the sidelines, saying hardly 
anything, almost like an onlook­ 
er.

It is good security 
and detection m easures, quick arrest and prompt 
and forceful prosecution.

We don’t recall the secretary of defense or 
any responsible official of the federal govern­ 
ment ever having said that this country was 
losing the war. There have been no hints of it 
from any responsible source that we recall. 
This statement by McNamara doesn’t comfort 
us at all. lie presumably wished to reassure us. 
If the news from Viet Nam is going to be re ­ 
ported as in this instance—six months or a 
year or so after the fact, we wonder what kind 
of news we will be reading about the progress 
of the war in six months or a year from now. 
We do not oppose the presence of United 
States troops in Viet Nam but we do think 
that the reporting of this war has been bad and 
continues to be bad. 
The prospects for any victory in the historic 
sense either are remote or completely non­ 
existent. The best result of any negotiations,, 
when and if the Viet Cong will agree to sit 
down and talk, appears to call for a long oc­ 
cupation by United States forces. It is dif­ 
ficult to help people who basically don’t want 
to be helped or. who at least, are supremely 


indifferent about it. 
And increasingly we are told the road to peace 
will be long and difficult. Our air results nave 
been disappointing. 
We realize that the United States is not in Viet 
Nam primarily to help the Vietnamese but to 
defend the best interests of the United States 
itself. 
The nature of the fighting in Viet Nam makes 
it extremely difficult to give the American 
people any kind of accurate picture of what is 
happening over there. 
The problem is compounded by a more rigorous 
censorship and rigid set of rules for covering 
the conflict than prevailed during two world 
wars. 
As a consequence Americans don’t know much 
about it. 
And McNamara is not helping any with such 
asinine after the fact observations as that the 
United States has “ stopped losing the war.” 
We are glad, of course, that this is no longer 
news but regret that he or the President didn’t 
see fit to take us into his confidence when it 
was. 
McNamara has built m istrust about what is 
happening in Viet Nam by failing to tell us what 
has happened there in the past.

“ Let us raise a standard to 


which the wise and honest can 
repair,” said George Washing­ 
ton In his plea to the Constitu­ 
tional Convention. 
“ Constructive,” used 
as a 
name for themselves and their 
cause, will greatly aid those 
who today strive for the wise 
and honest in government. In re­ 
cent years they have been sadly 
handicapped and have fared bad­ 
ly under the names by which 
they have been known. 
In the May 14 Gallup Poll, 
23 per cent said they were lib­ 
eral, 17 per cent conservative, 
and 60 per cent failed to make 
a choice between the two des­ 
ignations. 
The conservatives 
trailed the liberals by 15 per­ 
centage points. 
In the month 
earlier Gallup Poll of April 
15 between political parties out­ 
side the south, 39 per cent 
voted Republican, 40 per cent 
Democratic and 21 per cent 
other parties or undecided. The 
Republicans with 29 1/2 per 
cent of the major vote trailed by 
1 per cent. June 25 the same 
type Gallup Poll again showed 
Republicans 
with 49 1/2 per 
cent of the major party trail­ 
ing by 1 per cent. 
These three polls, taken within 
a 70-day period, seem to prove 
that conservative as a name for 
a philosophy is 14 percentage 
points less popular than Re­ 
publican as a name for a party 
—and that has been none too 
popular since a fateful day back 
in 1929 when millions of stock 
market “ Investors,” large and 
small, pursuing their 1929 plan 
for “ getting something for noth­ 
ing” stubbed their speculative 
toes, and party affiliation failed 
to save them.

law determines how the pipeline 
shall be constructed or main­ 
tained, what safety factors shall 
be used, or how the pipeline 
shall be 
inspected,” 
says 
Chemical Engineering. 
The magazine cited the Coloni­ 
al Pipeline built from Texas to 
Linden, 
N. J., 
Hie world’s 
largest 
and longest pipeline 
for carrying gasoline and light 
fuel. 
When Frederic Lang of Land- 
enberg, 
Psu, 
challenged Hie 
safety of the pipeline, the court 
required the company to radio- 
graphically 
inspect 
every 
welded joint crossing Lang’s 
property. The result was that 80 
out of 93 welds were rejected. 


Maritime Union Chiefs Plot 
Own “War" To Halt Supplies 
Going to Viet Cong. 
Sm Francisco: -. A 
new 
glory has come to the regal, aid 
Palace Hotel where President 
Harding died and Enrico Caru­ 
so, in his nightshirt, ran bel­ 
lowing through heaving corri­ 
dors during the night of the 
quake. (Of course, the hotel 
was rebuilt after the fire.) 
In its tradition-laden rooms 
a handful of labor leaders, here 
for 
the Sixth Constitutional 
AFL-CIO Convention, 
have 
been devising strategy for a new 
kind of war against the Viet 
Cong. The union chiefs, mostly 
maritime officials led by long­ 
shoreman Teddy Gleason, are 
planning to strangle North Viet 
Nam 
with 
a global “under­ 
ground garroting” designed to 
cut off all ocean-borne 
sup­ 
plies 
from Ho Chi Minh’s 
armies. 
There is angry and anguished 
resentment against the 
State~ 
Dept, amongst the American 
union 
dockers 
here. They 
charge the department has re­ 
fused to aid in the blocking of 
sea lanes now used by ships of 
nations allegedly friendly to the 
U.S. So the International Long­ 
shoremen’s Assn. (ILA) (AFL- 
CIO) and its allies in the Mari­ 
time Trades Dept., will do it 
with the aid of such foreign 
anti-Communist pier unions as 
Martin Correa’s Venezuelan 
Federation of Longshoremen. 
“ With American participation 
in the war in Viet Nam steadily 
increasing," said the maritime 
union chiefs, “we must take 
action whenever possible 
to 
prevent aid and comfort from 
being given to the people who 
are killing our troops." 
The inde&tlgable 
Teddy 
Gleason, who shortly will fly 
back to the port of Saigon with 
four EL A “ocean traffic cargo 
specialists,” told this colum­ 
nist that he had just returned 
from long and secret meetings 
in Miami with our mutual friend, 
Senor Correa. There the two 
dockside leaders 
developed 
global strategy to trace all ships 
which play and ply both sides. 
A network of informants will 
be woven across the world to 
locate 
those freighters which 
are serving the Viet Cong and 
then sail into free world ports 
where Gleason and Correa have 
allies. There the ships will be 
struck and paralyzed, so they 
can’t return to Communist ports 
- or to Castro’s Cuba either. 
This will be done regardless 
of the expected bellowing com­ 
plaints from such nations as 
Canada, Norway, Britain and 
Sweden. 
But this is just the beginning 
of the counter offensive by 
labor's angry men. Gleason is 
flying back to Saigon to unfreeze 
the port. His plans are tech­ 
nical. But he will quadruple the 
speed of unloading cargo from 
America’s 
Vietnamese allies 
and our own troops. 
Now, it takes 14 days to un­ 
load 10 ships. Gleason pledges 
to speed and modernize the 
process so that 40 ships can 
be “turned around" in less than 
two weeks. This will unclog the 
sea 
outside 
of Saigon from 
where word now Is that some 
freighters have been waiting 
as long as 70 days merely to 
get dockside in that port. 
As a moral booster, Gleason 


will be host here to seven 
Vietnamese labor leaders who 
have been touring the U. S, and 
now are on their way home. They 
carry with them pledges of co­ 
operation 
from 
other tran­ 
sportation union leaders. 
They’ve spent some time with 
officials of the Railway Labor 
Executives' Assn.(RLEA) made 
up of AFL-CIO 
anions. The 
latter have pledged to send 
modern communications andof* 
fice - type reproduction ma­ 
chinery to the railroad unions 
in Viet Nam which have been 
losing hundreds of men under 
Viet Cong ambush and guer­ 
rilla fire. 
Only 80 miles of the 875 
miles of railroad is operable 
inside Viet Nam, these Saigon 
union 
chiefs 
report. But 
I hundreds of railroad workers 
have been killed by the Viet 
Cong. Until recently, 
the 
Communists would kill 
the 
railroad workers 
by blowing 
up 
the boilers on the old- 
fashioned locomotives. But now 
the U. S.. lias been replacing 
the 
old 
iron 
horses with 
diesels. 
To meet this move, the Com­ 
munists have sent in sharp­ 
shooters to kill the working 
men who have courageously de­ 
fied the snipers. It is grim to 
hear from Vietnamese railroad 
union official 
To-Dam, vice 
president of the 
Provincial 
Trade Union Council of Khana- 
Hoa, himself a Viet Nam rail­ 
way employe, tell of the sudden 
death with which the Commu­ 
nists hit the train crews. 
Communication would help 
save these men and Leslie E. 
Dennis, assistant to the execu­ 
tive secretary of the RLEA, 
has pledged that such equip­ 
ment will get to Suigon 
as 
quickly as possible. 
All this and much more than 
can be publicly reported has the 
strong backing of AFL-CIO lead­ 
er George Meany, Mr. Labor. 
Constantly, here he lashes at 
the opponents of U. S. policy, 
especially the demonstrators 
who 
are 
most highly con­ 
centrated in the Sun Francisco 
Bay area. 
“Academic 
jitterbugs" he 
calls them disdainfully. 
“Intellectual day dreaming," 
he calls it. “ For whom do they 
speak," he asks in biting and 
fighting 
speeches 
before 
various AFL-CIO sections. 
“ Do they speak for Hanoi," 
Meany asks with clenched fists 
pounding 
the podiums, “and 
say if we stop the bombing 
that North Viet Nam will stop 
its infiltration designed 
to 
destroy the freedom of the peo­ 
ple of South Viet Nam? Oh, no. 
That’s where they run into a 
vacuum. They don’t know about 
that." 
Thus George Meany, 
the 
relentless anti-Communist, the 
man who has been fighting the 
Communist 
world for four 
decades, the man who 
re­ 
fuses 
to exchange fraternal 
delegations with the Soviet’s 
labor units or even the Yugo­ 
slavs, 
stands 
immovably 
against “ surrender" to them 
in the Orient. 
Thus new phalanxes are being 
added, here at this distance, 
to the battalions of young men 
on the fighting fronts.

Rickey had told a story of 
physical courage as he acknowl­ 
edged his induction into the Mis­ 
souri Sports Hall of Fame on 
Nov. 13. 
"Now I'm going to tell you a 
story from the Bible about spir­ 
itual courage," he said. 
But he faltered, fell back into 
his seat and slipped to the floor. 
He never regained conscious­ 
ness. His brain was damaged 
w’hen his breathing stopped mo­ 
mentarily, but his heart picked 
up its rhythm again. 
Through 26 days there 
was 
little change. Thursday seemed 
no different, but at 10 p.m. he 
died. He would have been 84 on 
Dec. 20. 


1 Mrs. Rickey, who had been his 
gram m ar school sweetheart in 
Ohio, and Mrs. Stephen Adams, 
one of their five daughters, had 
just left the hospital after one 
of their day-long vigils. Mrs. 
Rickey had been there every 
day and the daughters had been 
with her by turns. 
The body was taken to St. 
Louis, where the Rickeys have 
lived since he rejoined the Car­ 
dinals in 1962 as a consultant. 
Rickey had a heart attack as 
long ago as 1958 and left a hos­ 
pital 
in St. Louis to attend 
the Hall of Fame ceremony in 
Columbia. He had been running 
a temperature up to 105 and was 
supposed to return to the hospi­ 
tal in St. Louis for further study 
to determine the cause. 
He was a master of baseball 
—playing strategy, the 
men 
who could make 
it work, the 
trade, promotion, the front-of- 
five maneuver—but two things 
will always stand out; 


He devised the farm system 
and raised the St. Louis Cardi­ 
nals from rags to World Series 
riches. He broke 
the major 
leagues' 
unwritten color bar­ 
rier by signing Jackie Robin­ 
son into the Brooklyn organiza­ 
tion in 1945 and put him on first 
for the Dodgers in 1947. 
"He was like a piece of mo­ 
bile arm or, and he would throw 
himself and his advice in the 
way of anything likely to hurt 
m e," Robinson said. 
Baseball men called Rickey's 
farm system a chain gang, but 
Rickey contended it saved base­ 
ball.

WASHINGTON AP — Govern­ 
ment officials said today de­ 
clining farm surpluses and in­ 
creasing concern over hunger 
abroad do not as yet dictate any 
relaxation in farm crop con­ 
trols already set up for 1966. 
Undersecretary of Agriculture 
John A. Schnittker said in re ­ 
ply to queries his agency is 
keeping abreast of the food situ­ 
ation abroad as well as at home 
but sees no reason to ease con­ 
trols designed to hold down pro­ 
duction. 
Such crops 
as 
cotton, rice, 
peanuts, and tobacco are grown 
under mandatory controls im­ 
posing penalties and loss of cash 
benefits 
on 
overproducers. 
Wheat and livestock feed grains 
-m ajor raw m aterials for much 
of the nation's food supplv-are 
produced under controls de­ 
scribed by the department as 
voluntary. Only those farm ers 
who hold down 
plantings are 
eligible for government price 
supports and 
supplementary 
government payments. 
Schnittker said that 
while 
stocks of wheat, feed grain and 
dairy products are down some­ 
what from previous peaks, they 
still are ample to meet pros­ 
pective demands until 1966 har­ 
vests.

MADRID, Spain AP - If you 
feel Impelled to argue about 
a bar bill in Spain, you'd better 
called a policeman first. 
The alternative may be the 
threat of up to nine years in 
prison tor Insulting the Spanish 
chief of state. 
That is the advice of diplo­ 
mats who over the past few 
years have been called more 
than a dozen times to come to 
the aid of countrymen who 
argued prices with Spanish bar­ 
tenders — and ended up in jail. 
Invariably the charge against 
those foreigners — some of 
whom have spent six months or 
more in jail awaiting trial — is 
that they slandered Generalissi­ 
mo Francisco Franco or dishon­ 
ored Spain in the heat of a dis­ 
cussion about the proper bill for 
brandy or champagne. 
Bartenders frequently are the 
complaining witnesses. 
Usually such a witness de­ 
scribes fluently in Spanish the 
words used for such slander, but 
displays little knowledge of the 
English, German, Swedish or 
other foreign tongue used by the 
prisoner. 
"In some cases it appears the 
bartenders simply dreamed up 
the charges in an effort to col­ 
lect a contested — and often 
excessive-charge for a night's 
drinking," said a European dip­ 
lomat. 
Usually the public prosecutor 
asks for conviction and nine 
years* imprisonment in insult 
cases. 
The court ordinarily whittles 
this down to from six months to 
a 
year suspended imprison­ 


ment, and frequently the de­ 
fendant is free to walk out and 
catch the first plane home. 
But the period of waiting in a 
Spanish jail can be unpleasant. 
"If you disagree with your 
bar bill tell the barman to call a 
policeman 
and 
say nothing 
m ore," one diplomat urged. 
"Then,

LONDON (AP) — President 
Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia re­ 
portedly has renewed his re­ 
quest for British ground troops 
to guard the Karlba Dam but 
has dropped his insistence that 
they capture its power station in 
Rhodesia. 
Political sources said today 
Kaunda indicated that he would 
be satisfied with a British force 
on the Zambian side if Prime 
M inister Harold Wilson assures 
him the troops will move into 
Rhodesia at the first sign of any 
threat to the dam. 
The dam on the Zambesi Riv­ 
e r supplies power to Zambia’s 
copper belt. It straddles the bor­ 
der between Z» mhla and rebel 
Rhodesia and is controlled joint­ 
ly by both countries. Its power 
generating station is in Rho­ 
desia. 
Wilson has sent Royal Air 
Force planes and troops to 
Zambia but refused to provide 
ground troops on Kaunda’s first 
term s. 
According to some reports, 
Kaunda told Wilson that without

In the fall of the year of 1955 St. Francis Xavier Catholic 
Church of Sikeston celebrated its Golden Jubilee as a Parish. 
The actual history of the Parish starts a score of years before 
this 1905 date, at which time the first resident pastor was 
appointed and came to live among his people, the Rev. Father 
Conrad Brockmeir. 


In the twenty years proceeding this it was customary for 
priests to come from New Madrid and from Charleston to 
offer Sunday Mass for the growing number of Catholic families 
assembling in Sikeston. R was the custom to offer Mass in 
the home of a family; the first Mass said in Sikeston was at 
the home of Mr. Frank Heisler on Stoddard St. adjacent to 
the site of the present church. The Mass was Father Joseph 
Connolly of New Madrid. This was in the fall of 1885. After 
two years of such arrangement, the parish group started 
the erection of a small building to serve the congregation 
as a chapel. The edifice was Just about completed when the 
cyclone of 1888 leveled it as it did most of the west and 
central part of the city. 


1110 little congregation 'went about its work of raising funds 
and soon were able to purchase a church building of the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal congregation at Front and Stoddard St., which 
was moving to a new church building. The purchase price was 
$800.00. In the year of 1892 this building was dedicated and 
blessed by His Grace Archbishop John J. Kaln the Arch­ 
bishop of St. Louis. The congregation was served weekly by 
visiting priests until In the fall of 1905 Father Bockmeler 
was appointed as resident pastor. 


Then began the slow but patient work of molding the group 
into a Family of God. F irst to provide a residence for the 
p riest, a rectory. This was done, repairs and improvements 
were made on the church building and the property beautified. 
The recors of the church tell the story, each year so much paid 
out; Item a new roof on the church $126.82, sidewalks laid, 
$127.18. On the other side of the ledger, a festival held netting 


$541.90. Some of the n.imes written down ot men and women 
who served to found and strengthen the Parish,; besides Mr. 
Heisler, there are familiar names of Jacob and John Welter, 
John Slmler, John Chaney, Emmanuel and I red Schorle. The 
spiritual side also has its record of achievement. The names 
of those baptised in the churrh and those married are s 'ill 
here in the original speneerian type of ha ndw ritin g of the ti; e. 


Father Brockmeir in time was suo< eeded by other pastor 
In time Father George M. Ryan came from St. Louis as P aste, 
and became important as the Parish Priest who erected the 
first Parish School. He came in 1916 and immediately liegan 
the preparations and the new school became » reality in 
September of 19°1 when the new school opened with the Sisters 
of Mercy from St. Louis as the teachers. There were fifty 
pupils there that morning and this little frame structure 
which had been converted to a school from a dwelling owned 
by Emmanuel Schorle continued to serve as a school and part 
of which served as the convent for the Sisters until it was 
replaced in 1952 by the present modern structure. 


It was Monsignor O'Neil who came to the Parish as Pastor 
in 1936 succeeding Father Ryan who start* d the moderniza­ 
tion of the Parish facilities. First he built the pretty brick 
church which serves the Parish today. This was in 1938, 
With the expansion of the Parish the school became too 
small to serve the increasing number of families coming 
to reside in the Parish and in 1950 work v. <s started on the 
modern new building which now serves as the Parish School. 


From the modest beginning of 10 families the Parish has 
grown to 200 families and the school from fifty to 150 and 
the spirit that started in the little frame church and school, 
fostered and natured by the Faith of its memb* rs still mani­ 
fests itself in the fervor and pcit; of the present _euera<ion. 
The beloved priest Monsignor O'Neill died in September 1959. 
The present pastor is Monsignor Walter J. McGrane.

Puerto Rico-born Juaoija Pena, 
Cleveland, Ohio, can tell you— in 
excellent English— if you can coax 
her to sit still a minute before 
running off to join her playmates 
As she turns to leave, you have to 
look closely to detect her artificial 
legs. 


The lively first-grader scarcely 
resembles the shy. Spanish-speaking 
child whose family brought her to 
the March of Dim es Birth Defects 
Center at Cleveland M etropolitan 
General Hospital two years ago. 
Juanita was born with useless 
stubs of skin and cartilage extend­ 
ing backward at right angles from 
her knees. She learned early in life 
to "walk" on her knees with shoes 
turned backward to fit over and 
protect the stubs. 
Pediatricians, orthopedists, phy­ 
sical therapists and 
many 
other 
medical specialists at the March 
of Dim es Center exam ined Juanita. 
They decided to remove the stubs 
surgically and fit her with artificial 
lower limbs which would raise her 
to normal height for her age and 
enable her to walk naturally. 


Language A Barrier 


"But it became evident very soon 
that the language barrier between 
the English-speaking specialists and 
the 
child 
who 
understood 
only 
Spanish was going to prevent any 
progress,” says Dr. John E. Allen, 
center medical director. 
"She was shy and frightened and 
couldn’t understand that we were 
doing what we had to do to help 
her be like normal children.” 
Fortunately, a therapist on the 
center team spoke fluent Spanish. 
Under her direction. Juanita began 
to learn English through play with 
familiar household furnishings in 
a dollhouse. 
"In no time,” Dr. Allen says, 
“she was able to understand our 
explanations and 
follow 
instruc­ 
tions. After she got her artificial 
legs 
and 
physical 
therapy 
was 
started, we could literally see her 
walking improve as her English 
improved.” 
While 
Juanita 
was 
living 
in 
Puerto Rico, her parents sought 
help for her deformity but were 
advised to wait until she was old 
enough 
to 
decide 
for 
herself 
whether she wanted artificial legs.

"That’s where she belongs,” Dr. 
Allen says. “She is no longer a 
cripple and doesn’t think of herself 
as a cripple.”

Peace Prospects 
Don’t Look Good

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ilow 
do chances for peace In Viet 
Nam look? No good now. The 
peace conditions laid down by 
the two sides are opposites. So 
any settlement will require one 
side to back down, which means 
defeat. 
The gap between the United 
States and Communist North 
Viet Nam was made clear again 
this week by President Johnson 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk. 
There has been speculation 
UJS. forces in South Viet Nam 
would be boosted from 165,700 
to 300,000. Johnson has been 
criticised for the war by some 
‘groups demanding peace. Did 
the criticism shake him? 
He showed it hadn't made a 
dent by saying Monday: this 
country will supply whatever 
men are needed “ to help the 
people of South Viet Nam resist 
aggression." This is what he 
has always said. 
On Tuesday Rusk, in an inter­ 
view for educational television 
stations, said this country will 
support South Viet Nam until 
North Viet Nam leaves it alone. 
By itself this statement might 
seem rubbery and vague. Ac-

tually it echoed what Johnson 
had said many months ago, thus 
showing a policy unchanged and 
unflinching while war increased 
in fury. 
Last April 7 Johnson laid 
down the conditions for a settle­ 
ment while saying this country 
was ready at any time for "un­ 
conditional discussion" about a 
settlement. 
But before Johnson finished 
that talk he had clearly empha­ 
sized the vast difference be­ 
tween putting no conditions on 
discussing peace and putting 
tremendous conditions on any 
settlement the discussions led 
to. 
These were the conditions 
Johnson laid down before there 
could be a settlement, and the 
promises he made: 
This country has pledged it­ 
self to help South Viet Nam and 
it will, for "to dishonor the 
pledge would be an unforgivable 
wrong;" 
The South Vietnamese must 
be left free by the North Viet­ 
namese to run themselves,with 
their own independent govern­ 
ment; 
The United Slates "will not be 
defeated, will not grow tired, 
will not withdraw either openly 
or under the cloak of a mean­ 
ingless agreement. We must be 
prepared for a long continued 
conflict; 
If the United States aban­ 
doned South Viet Nam it would 
shake the confidence of other 
nations in this country and in 
the end lead to unrest, instabili­ 
ty and "even wider w ar." 
But the Vietnamese Commu­ 
nists, a few days before Johnson 
made his talk, stated their own 
conditions, 
which 
Johnson 
hasn't accepted, Just as they 
have not accepted his. 
One condition was that, for 
there to be a settlement, the 
United States must withdraw its 
forces from Viet Nam. This was 
a little vague on exactly when 
the withdrawal had to be made. 
But there was nothing vague 
about another conditon: while 
the South Vietnamese must set­ 
tle their own internal affairs, 
they must do it according to a 
program laid dow n by the Com­ 
munists. 
For the United States to agree 
to that would be to admit de­ 
feat. For the Communists not to 
insist upon it would be to admit 
defeat.

"The fact is that the recorc 
is not quite as rosy as it ap. 
pears," said Dr. Joseph Hirsh, 
assistant dean of the Albert 
Einstein Medical College, New 
York City, and form er Execu­ 
tive Director of the Research 
Council on Problems of Alcohol. 
"It offers little reason to re­

One great frustration in the 
treatm ent of the disease, Dr.

"This resistance," he said, 
"is found in the slow recogni­ 
tion by professional health and 
social welfare personnel that al­ 
coholism is a disease requiring 
special knowledge and skills. It 
was not until 1956 that the 
American Medical Association 
expressed the opinion that alco­ 
holism should come under the 
scope of medical practice.." 
While great progress has been 
made in the early diagnosis of 
many serious diseases, "very 
little of this has been done in 
the case of alcoholism ," said 
Dr. Marvin A. Block, assistant 
professor of medicine at the 
State University of New York, 
Buf&lo, and vice president of 
the National Council on Alcohol­ 
ism . 
“ Our social acceptance of 
drunken behavior has allowed 
many alcoholics to progress in 
their illness because they so 
closely resemble the nonalco­ 
holic who also frequently drinks 
excessively," he said.

Washington 


The first session of the 89th 
Congress was one of the most 
productive and constructive in 
our national history, reflecting 
strong public support for the 
passage of much needed legis­ 
lation. 
Major Acts affecting educa­ 
tion, health, welfare and pub­ 
lic works continued to respond 
to the growth and change of the 
Nation. As we have met new 
problems in the development of 
our country, we have tried new 
ways to meet them. The actions 
of the first session of the 89th 
Congress are in that tradition. 
I w ould take this opjortunity 
to review some of the signif­ 
icant actions of the Congress, 
including measures that have 
now tiecome law which had my 
support,

t EDUCATION—For their im- 
■fcortance to the national inter­ 
e st and to Missouri, the educa­ 
tion Acts stand out among the 
Accomplishments of the se s­ 
sion.

HEALTH WELFARE — Mis­ 
sourians will long remember

the MEDICARE 
AND 
SOCIAL SECURITY ACT of 1965 
was signed by President John­ 
son July 30 in the Truman Li­ 
brary in Independence. Tuis 
Act includes two h e a lth care 
insurance programs: coverage 
of basic hospital, nursing home 
and diagnostic studies costs, 
financed by the Social Security 
payroll tax; and a voluntary pro­ 
gram covering supplementary 
services, including doctor bills, 
financed by $3 monthly pre­ 
mium by participants and by 
general Treasury revenues. 
This Amendment to the Social 
Security Act will provide as­ 
sistance toward meeting medi­ 
cal 
costs for 500,000 Mis­ 
sourians 65 years of age or 
over, beginning next July. 
The Social Security Amend­ 
ments of 1965 also provide a 
seven percent increase in bene­ 
fits, or a minimum $4 monthly 
Increase. In view of the na­ 
tional average income of$1,297 
a year for the elderly living 
alone, this gain for Social Se­ 
curity recipients is also im­ 
portant. 
Among eleven other measures 
related to hen’th needs - f 
zens enacted in this session 
>was the HEART DISEASE, CAN­ 
CER AND STROKE ACT, au­ 
thorizing a three-year, $340 
million program to aid in re ­ 
search and to spread the full 
benefit of findings toward the 
prevention, detection and treat­ 
ment of these diseases. 
Of special interest to Mis­ 
souri, Congress provided fed­ 
eral assistance in staffing com­ 
munity mental health centers in 
an amendment to the Mental 
Health Centers Act of 1963. As 
authorized by the 1963 Act, the 
first grant in the Nation for 
construction of a community 
center was awarded last July 
in the $691,000 grant for the 
Mid-Missouri Center in Co­ 
in nbia 
\ctlon was taken in this ses­ 
sion to meet growing problems 
lof AIR AND WATER POLLU­ 
TION. Congress directed that 
standards be set to control the 
emission of air pollutants from 
motor vehicles and engines; 
and authorized a national re­ 
search program to develop less 
polluting methods of solid waste 
disposal. 
The WATER QUALITY ACT 
expands the Water Pollution 
Control Program and directs 
the setting of quality standards 
for inter-state streams. Au- 
fethortty was given to prevent 
I individuals or industries from 
■dumping matter into a stream 
which would reduce the quality 


below the established purity 
standard. 
Authority was given in this 
session to begin planning of the 
Water Pollution Field Labora­ 
tory and Research Facility in 
Columbia to perform anti-pol­ 
lution studies in the Missourl- 
M ississippi River Basins. 
COMMUNITY 
FACILITIES 
DEVELOPMENT — The Farm ­ 
e rs Home Administration Act 
was amended to increase the 
Administration's 
loan 
in­ 
surance authority to $450 mil­ 
lion from $200 million pre­ 
vious 
authority, 
for 
farm 
ownership, 
rural recreation 
centers and water systems, and 
to extend authority to include 
loans for waste disposal sys­ 
tems. The increased authoriza­ 
tion also permits the programs 
for rural community facilities 
development in towns up to 5,500 
population, 
compared to 
the 
previous limit of 2,500. 
During the first three months 
of fiscal 1966 alone (July, Aug., 
Sept.), Farm ers Home approved 
21 applications for loans or loan 
Insurance for water systems in 
Missouri communities, second 
in the Nation in number. 
The HOUSING ACT of 1965 
continues or expands existing 
programs of urban planning as­ 
sistance and renewal, public 
works planning advances, low- 
rent public housing assistance, 
loans for housing designed fcr 
the elderly, and other housing 
loan or insurance programs. 
Further, 
it authorizes pro­ 
grams of matching grant as­ 
sistance 
to communities for 
construction of basic water and 
sewer facilities, construction of 
essential health, recreation or 
community centers and acquisi­ 
tion of park and playground 
space. 
Under new authority of the 
Act, 
the first rehabilitation 
grant in an urban renewal area 
for homeowners' repair of their 
own property was made in the 
$550,000 grant for use in the 
West End project in St. Louis. 
The Open-Space Land Pro­ 
gram of 1961 is enlarged by this 
Act to include a program of 
grants for urban beautification 
and improvement and to permit 
an increased grant level for 
open-space land procurement. 
Most controversial portion of 
the omnibus Housing Act was 
the rent supplement provision 
which authorized $30 million 
for rent assistance in fiscal 
1966, increased to $45 million 
in fiscal 1969. Believing this 
program merited further con­ 
sideration before undertaking it 
on this large scale, I did not 
support this authority but voted 
for a proposed $6 million pro­ 
gram. Congress did not appro­ 
priate rent supplement funds 
for fiscal 1966. 
» The 89th Congress created the 
DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING 
AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT, 
giving recognition to the fact 
that 75 percent of the Nation's 
population lives in cities. 
The OLDER AMERICANS ACT 
establishes an Administration 
on the Aging to assist in and 
coordinate research and de­ 
velopment of facilities for the 
elderly. For this effort in fis­ 
cal 1966, aUocation of $118,- 
000 has been made to Mis­ 
souri, it being one of 37 States 
with an 
Administrator 
des­ 
ignated and formation of plans 
ready to get underway. 
SMALL 
BUSINESS — The 
STATE TECHNICAL SERVICES 
ACT, called the “ sleeper" of 
the 89th Congress by President 
Johnson, authorizes matching 
grants to States to assist in 
spreading 
the 
findings 
of 
science and technology to small 
business. 
Congress also increased the 
revolving fund of the Small 
Business Administration. 
FLOOD CONTROL — In an­ 
other 
area of primary im­ 
portance to Missouri, author­ 
ity for Army Engineers' con­ 
struction of flood control and 
water development works in 
North West Missouri is con­ 
tained in the 1965 omnibus au­ 
thorization Act for Rivers, Har­ 
bors and Flood Control Proj­ 
ects. The largest total author­ 
ization for river basin works 
in any State in this year's 
authorization 
Act, the first 
since 1962, is for the river 
basin projects in Missouri as 
follows:

and planning on the Blue, Lit­ 
tle Blue, Gasconade and Spring 
Rivers and Wears Creek; St. 
Louis flood protection; planning 
in the St. Louis Harbor; channel 
improvements in the Missouri 
River from Omaha to Kansas 
City and Kansas City to the 
mouth; and agricultural levees 
on the Missouri River. 
To encourage sound overall 
development of the 
Nation's 
water 
resources, 
Congress 
passed the 
RIVER

PLANNING ACT, establishing a 
Water Resources Council to 
coordinate river basin planning 
and authorizing $5 million a 


year in matching planning as­ 
sistance to the States. 
PARKS AND MONUMENTS — 
The first land acquisition and 
development 
appropriations 
totaling $4.8 million for the 
OZARK 
NATIONAL 
SCENIC 
RIVERWAYS were voted in this 
session. 
The Eleven Point River, Mis­ 
souri portion, was designated 
for inclusion in the WILD RI­ 
VERS BILL, proposed in this 
session and jtUl pending before 
the Congress. 
An additional $6 million in 
matching federal funds were au­ 
thorized for completion of the 
visitors center of the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial 
in St. Louis. 
REGIONAL INDUSTRIAL DE­ 
VELOPMENT -- The concept 
of regional development was 
put into operation to encourage 
industrial growth in parts of 
the United States with passage 
of the APPALACHIAN ACT and 
the PUBLIC WORKS AND ECO­ 
NOMIC DEVELOPMENT ACT 
of 1965. 
The latter Act combines some 
features of the form er Acceler­ 
ated Public Works and Area 
Redevelopment 
Programs to 
provide grants and other as­ 
sistance for development ef­ 
forts at the local and county 
level. In Missouri, 41 counties 
have been designated eligible. 
The Act also incorporates pro­ 
visions of a Bill I co-sponsored 
to authorize assistance in the 
establishment of a Regional De-. 
velopment Commissionmadeup 
of local and State leaders from 
the Ozarks region to plan ways 
to encourage further industrial 
growth. 


AGRICULTURE — The 1965 
FARM ACT will continue the 
farm commodity programs for 
four years at levels to main­ 
tain farm income on price sup­ 
port crops; and the Act places 
further emphasis on price sup­ 
port policies to make our farm 
products more competitive for' 
sales on the world market. 
The Act continues the feed 
grain program with 
minor 
changes and perm its the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture an in­ 
creased flexibility in adminis­ 
tering the program. It continues 
the wheat certificate program, 
allowing 100 per cent of par it} 
for domestic food use wheat. 
On cotton, the one-price sup­ 
port level will be reduced to be­ 
low the world market price, 
with the reduction offset by a 
new program of supplementary 
payments to growers. 
The Cropland Adjustment Pro­ 
gram is a new provision which 
has the dual purpose of re ­ 
tiring land from surplus crop 
production and at the same time, 
using it for needed new rec­ 
reation or conservative space. 
It perm its the Secretary of 
Agriculture to enter into five- 
to ten-year contracts with own­ 
e rs for suitable non-farm land 
use. 
Other programs administered 
by the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, important to producers 
and consumers, have been con­ 
tinued 
without reduction 
in 
scope. Among these are the 
School Lunch and Special Milk 
Programs; Food Stamp Pro­ 
gram 
with appropriations of 
$100 million, nearly double the 
appropriations for fiscal 1965; 
and the Research and Extension 
Activities of the Department of 
Agriculture, with 
appropria­ 
tions of $219,770,500, an in­ 
crease of some $12 million 
over 1965 appropriations. This 
includes an increase totaling 
$5.8 million for the Extension 
and the Cooperative State Re­ 
search Services. 
Appropriations of $223,485,- 
000 for the Soil Conservation 
Service programs will continue 
these activities with no reduc­ 
tion from the previous plans. 
This figure, as finally passed 
after the Conference Committee 
report October 21, is an in­ 
crease of $9.5 million over the 
1965 appropriations, including 
$4.6 million increase for water­ 
shed planning and protection. 
The Agricultural Conservation 
Program appropriations were 
$220 million, the same as in 
1965. 


In another area of interest 
to farmers and 
consumers, 
Congress extended the National 
Commission on Food Market­ 
ing for one year to continue 
its study of the farm-retail food 
price spread, with a report to 


the Congress due in July, 1966. 
I did not support the final 
version of the SUGAR QUOTAS 
legislation which showed in­ 
fluence by sugar lobbyists. The 
Senate version of the sugar leg­ 
islation which was based on 
objective foreign policy con­ 
siderations and extended the 
quotas two years instead of 
five was virtually abandoned 
in conference. 
During this session of Con­ 
gress, there has been growing 
support for a policy I have 
urged for years, the use of more 
of our food and fiber in the 
Foreign Aid Program. 
Greater use of our farm abun­ 
dance in programs of foreign 
assistance 1s becoming more 
urgent because food shortages 
in the underdeveloped countries 
are steadily growing worse, 
with prediction by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture that it may 
reach famine proportions by 
the 1970»s. 
A recent emphasis was given 
to study being directed toward 
moving more of our farm prod­ 
ucts in foreign trade and aid. 
After signing the 1965 Farm 
Act, President Johnson estab­ 
lished the National Advisory’ 
Commission on Food and Fiber. 
This Commission is expected 
to make a comprehensive study 
and appraisal of farm policies 
against the background of the 
increasing world food needs. 
One of those appointed to the 
Commission 
was 
Fred 
V. 
Heinkel, President of the Mis«% 
souri Farmers 
Association, 
who is a nationally recognized 
spokesman on farm matters in 
the Midwest. 
ECONOMIC 
POLICY 
AND 
TAXES — The first general 
revision 
of EXCISE TAXES 
since many were first levied 
during World War n, was made 
in this session. The cuts began 
on June 22 with repeal of the 
federal retail and manufactur­ 
e r 's 
taxes on items ranging 
from playing cards to televi­ 
sion sets to furs. Reductions 
will occur on the first of the 
year on telephone service, (Hus 
the second stage reduction on 
automobiles. Further cuts in 
later stages will bring the tax 
cut to a total $4.7 billion by 
1969. 
Because of the increasing in­ 
dustrial demands for silver and 
the need to expand the Nation's 
coin supply, Congress author­ 
ized the mbiting of new dimes 
and quarters made of a copper- 
nickM alloy, sim ilar to the 
existing nickel and a new half- 
dollar with a 40 percent silver 
content. 
I supported also the GOLD 
COVER ACT eliminating the 
requirem ent that Federal Re­ 
serve banks hold gold certifi­ 
cates equivalent to 25 percent 
of their deposit liabilities. This 
repeal provided about $6 billion 
in “ free gold" and placed the 
United States in a position to 
meet 
international commit­ 
ments. 
I have spoken often in this 
session on one of our gravest 
domestic problems, the im­ 
balance 
in 
our international 
payments. 
In this connection, Senator Mc­ 
Govern and I introduced a reso- 
ution to investigate the 50per- 
:ent U.S. flag preference re ­ 
tire m e n t on sales to the Soviet 
>loc countries of our wheat. 
Searings were held in the Sei • 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee which asked the President to 
remove this requirement. It was 
my belief that this requirement 
was 
discriminatory 
against 
wheat producers and that re ­ 
moval might well add to our 
dollar exports, therefore mak­ 
ing a positive contribution to 
our balance of payments prob­ 
lem 
and to our 
agricultural 
economy. 
Because of the balance of pay­ 
ments problem, Congress made 
$100 at retail value the limit 
on the amount of foreign goods 
that 
American tourists can 
bring home duty-free; and ex­ 
tended the INTEREST EQUALI­ 
ZATION TAX, which applies to 
purchase by Americans of cer­ 
tain foreign securities. 
NATIONAL DEFENSE - Con­ 
gress showed nearly unanimous 
support in providing additional 
funds for United States military 
efforts in Vietnam, in appropri­ 
ating $700 million in May for 
fiscal 1965, and $1.7 billion In 
September for fiscal 1966. The 
latter was Included in the 1966 
Defense Appropriations of $4.7 


billion. 
In the Military Construction 
Act of 1965, authorizing $1.75 
billion for defense establish­ 
ments, the Congress included 
authority for $16 million to 
continue 
the construction of 
permanent facilities at Fort 
Leonard Wood. 
Various 
measures provided 
additional 
assistance to our 
servicemen. Among these were 
basic pay increases, including 
the first pay raise since 1952 
for enlisted men with two or 
less years of service. Other 
m easures made group life in­ 
surance of $10,000 available to 
all servicemen, and authority 
was 
given for $5,000 death 
gratuity payments to survivors 
of servicemen who died be­ 
tween Jan. 1, 1957 and the ef­ 
fective 
date of the 
new in­ 
surance. 
Congress also in­ 
cluded members of the Armed 
Forces in the Cash 
Awards 
Program for time- or money- 
saving suggestions. 
The Stockpile Bill, which I 
introduced 
to provide pro­ 
cedures for orderly acquisition 
and disposals from the national 
stockpiles of strategic 
ma­ 
terials, 
passed the 
Senate 
February 9. Hearings were held 
by the House Armed Services 
Committee but the Bill was not 
brought up for House action in 
this session. 
CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMEND­ 
MENT — The Congress sent to 
the States for ratification a 
proposed 25th amendment to 
the Constitution which concerns 
PRESIDENTIAL 
INABILITY 
AND 
SUCCESSION. 
This 
amendment 
provides proce­ 
dures whereby the Vice Presi­ 
dent would become Acting P res­ 
ident if the President were 
unable to perform his duties and 
would allow the President to 
nominate a vice president, sub­ 
ject to confirmation by the Con­ 
gress, when there is a vacancy 
in that office. Thus far, ten 
States have ratified the pro­ 
posal. 
Thirty-eight are re ­ 
quired for ratification. 
Failing to get the required 
2/3 majority, the Senate 
re ­ 
jected the proposed constitu­ 
tional 
amendment to permit 
States to apportion one legis­ 
lative house on the basis of 
factors other than population. I 
supported this amendment, be­ 
lieving that the people of the 
States should be permitted, if 
they so choose, to apportion 
their 
legislatures in a way 
sim ilar to that of the Federal 
Government. 
FOREIGN 
POLICY — IM­ 
MIGRATION 
LAWS 
were 
changed to give priorities for 
' admission to the United States 
to close relatives of citizens, 
and to persons with special 
education and skills.

Can Be Tough

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson does not usually 
seem to be tagged with the word 
“ tough** but he should be be­ 
cause he can be very tough, and 
has bean. 
If this isn*t the picture of him 
In the public mind. It may be 
because he doesn't growl In 
public and, if it suits his pur­ 
pose, is willing to look almost 
like a bystander. 
It*s something to remember 
as his presidency continues and 
crises accumulate, as they are 
bound to. 
Five examples stand out: 
His dealings with the alumi­ 
num and copper industry; with 
Fidel Castro; with the Domin­ 
ican Republic revolt; and the 
intensification of the war in Viet 
Nam. 
Johnson was in office only a 
few months when Castro shut 
off the water piped into the U.S. 
naval base at Guantanamo from 
Cuba. 
The 
President didn’t 
negotiate. He just rubbed out 


any dependence on Castro for 
water. 
First he sent ships in with 
water supplies and then had a 
salt-water refining plant built at 
Guantanamo to fill the naval 
base’s needs. In addition the 
Cubans working at the base 
were 
reduced 
from 
many 
hundreds to a few. 
The American dollars they 
earned at the base had been 
useful to Castro. 
Johnson promptly ordered the 
bombing of North Viet Nam tar­ 
gets last spring when Commu­ 
nist 
guerrillas 
attacked an 
American air base in South Viet 
Nam, 
killing 
and 
wounding 
Americans and destroying and 
damaging planes and helicop­ 
ters. 
With just one brief pause, the 
bombing has continued since, 
although there are other rea­ 
sons for this besides the attack 
on the air base. 
He indicated Thursday there 
will be no end to the war soon, 
unless the Communists seek 
peace. Through it all his main
